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THE FATE OF SERCEANT-MAJOR LILLEY. 

WHEN, 8 week or two since, a correspondent of the Times 
related the surprising and painful story of the death of 
Sergeant-Major Lilley, in India, we contentedly awaited the 
result of that revelation ; having so much confidence in British 
law and justice as to believe that whatever wrongs might be 
considered tolerable in official darkness or the twilight of 
bureaus would surely be remedied as soon as they were dis- 
played in full day for all the world to see. In this expecta- 
tion—not a very sanguine one—we have been disappointed, 
It is proposed—we dare not say decided, even though a Com- 
mander-in-Chief has spoken—it is proposed, we say, to punish 
Sergeant-Major Lilley’s imprisonment by a reprimand, and to 
atone for his death by the gift of a little money to his “ sur- 
viving relations,” Now, as there is no doubt at all that 
Lilley’s arreat was illegal, none that it was infamously cruel, 
and very little that the imprisonment murdered him, we 
take leave to add our voices to those who cry for justice against 
the gentleman who so basely did all this wrong. 

The facts of the case cannot be repeated too often till justice 
is done, Colonel Crawley is the commander of a Dragoon 
regiment, which, till the evil day when he was set at its head, 
was one of the best in her Majesty’s service, The Enniskillings, 
officers and men, were thoroughly disciplined, thoroughly 
harmonious, proud of their high character—all that could be 
wished in any band of soldiers : that was when Colonel Shute 
held command, Colonel Crawley soon succeeded in altering 
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all this, The Colonel is a vapourer. Moreover, he is officially 
stated by the very highest authority in the Army to be “an 
officer not gifted with the special talent which unites with 
the firmness of command the tact which inspires confidence 
and creates good will,” He began by talking “ in no measured 
terms,” as the Commander-in-Chief says, about the changes 
he meant to make in a regiment obviously too good for his 
command, and ended in making such changes as converted it 
into something more worthy of him—that is to say, from a 
perfectly disciplined regiment it became a company of 
squabblers, The officers, hitherto subordinate and content to 
4 proverb, began to show their disapprobation of their com- 
mander and his doings openly, which was very reprehensible in 
a military sense, of course, though not altogether unnatural, Their 
discontent at length took the form of accusation. Certain specific 
charges were preferred in a letter addreased by Captain Smales 
to his commanding officer; whereupon, the Colonel brought 
his accuser to a court-martial for making unfounded aspersions 
upon his military character. One of these charges seema to 
have been that Colonel Crawley absented himself from the 
monthly parades of his regiment, The Colonel was either not 
guilty of this neglect, or, being guilty, denied it ; and there- 
fore two or three non-commissioned officers of the regiment, 
men not at all likely to be mistaken in the matter, were asked 
to give evidence upon it, Another non-commissioned officer 
thought it worth his while to communicate to Colonel Crawley 
that his comrades, Sergeant-Majors Lilley, Wakefield, and 
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Duval, were to give this evidence, All the tyrant was roused, 


The Colonel was rampant. He sent for these three men to 
his private residence, examined them as he had no right what- 
ever to do there or in that way, and, not being satisfied, put 
them at once under arrest for conspiracy against himself ! 

No doubt this was a very easy way of disposing of une 
favourable witnesses, and, as it turned out, a very effectual 
one, Not that the offenders were brought to trial for con- 
spiracy—in fact, the Colonel's immediate superior, to whom he 
made his statement of the case, decided at once that he had no 
foundation for the charge, Now, let us see what the Articles 
of War have to say in such a matter. They declare that no 
Officer or soldier under accusation “shall continue in arrest or 
confinement more than eight days, or until such time as a 
court-martial can be conveniently held.” And “ whoever shall 
unnecessarily detain any prisoner in confinement without 
bringing him to trial shall, if an officer, be liable to Le 
cashiered, or to suffer such other punishment as, by the judg- 
ment of a general court-martial, may be awarded,” 

But the charges against these three men were declared 
untenable on Colonel Crawley’s own statement. They wire 
illegally examined, illegally arrested, falsely accused, and they 
were kept in confinement for several weeks after Sir W. 
Mansfield had decided that the charge of conspiracy could not 
be maintained, But Colonel Crawley is not cashiered ; he has 
suffered no punishment by court-martial ; he is only repri- 
manded by the Commander-in-Chief, and condemned by every 
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man blessed with a sense of right ; which he, probably, does 
not care much about, 

But, to do the Colone! justice, he was not alone in the wrong, 
so far, General Manefiesd, his superior officer, eeems to have 
forgutten the Arucles of War tuo; for in the same letter in 
which he declared against the validity of Colonel Crawiey's 
accurations, he expressed a wish that the Sergeant- Majors 
should be képt in close arrest till the termination of the court- 
martial on Captain Smales, Now, the sufferers had already 
been ten and not eight days in confinement when General 
Mansfield wrote this order! To be sure, he says he was under 
the impression that the court-martial would have come to an 
end by the time his directions reached Mhow, and therefore 
that the prisoners would be released at once, But the court 
was adjourned ; the Sergeant- Majors were still kept in confire- 
ment, Twenty more days passed over, and then it was found 
that of the three men one had been killed and another had 
gone mad, 

This unlucky result led to some inquiry as to the way in which 
these men had been treated, and not till then did the perfec: 
fitness of Colonel Crawley for command come out, It was late 
in the month of April—a period of the year when the climate 
0 India is said to be precisely the most intolerable—when the 
gallant gentleman ordered the Sergeant-Majors into arrest, for 
the same reason that the dog went mad in Goldsmith's famous 
verses, The room in which Sergeant-Major Lilley was kept 
was a fair sample of the others, we presume ; though the fact 
that one of his fellow-prisoners only became a maniac, and the 
other “ pulled through,” while he died, would go to show, 
perbaps, that Lilley was unfortunate in his quarters, They are 
described as a single room in a bomb-proof building, formerly 
used as cavalry stables, which was “ more like an oven than a 
human habitation,” and which has since been destroyed for 
that very reason, This room Sergeant-Major Lilley had to 
share with his wife, who lay dying of diarrhvea and consump- 
tion, A sentry was posted at the door of the death-possessed 
hole; and there they were confined, cut off from all com- 
munication from without, till General Manstield's letter arrived 
wi'h an illegal warrant to make their case worse. 

Colouel Crawley had now had ten days to consider of his 
injustice—ten days, in which his heart might have relented, if 
8 mething else had not happened to enrage it, Mrs, Lilley— 
who was xo¢t under Colonel Crawley's orders, we presume—was 
suspected of having had some conversation with another 
woman, The Colonel felt that he could not stand that He 
immediately ordered his s ntries to post themselves inside 
Liiley’s room, and never to lose sight of him day or mgbt! 
Of course they obeyed : they posted themselves, night and day, 
three feet from the bed where a woman lay dying — of diarrhoea! 
O lonel Crawley might not have known of this fact ; but he 
did. He was expressly informed of it, and he answered that he 
didn’t care, 

Lilley died of apoplexy, which competent people declare was 
brought about by Black-Hole tortures and mental distress, 
Bat hts injuries were not to end here, Pursued by injustice 
iato his grave, it was then appointed that calumnies should be 
read over his dead body, Sergegnt-Major Lilley had served 
the Quewn for twenty years, During all that time be was 
known as one of the soberest, steadiest, most diligent aud 
eflicient men in the service, His former commander, Colonel 
Shute, had already borne testimony to Lilley’s character in 
terms of highest praise, But, after his death, there came down 
a document from the Commander-in-Chief in India declaring 
that Ser.eant-Major Lilley had killed himself by habitual 
intemperance! Aud this document was read before the 
regiment, every man in which knew that it was false, Why do 
we hesitate to use the shorter word? It was a lie—a lie 
trumped up out of a few poor suttlers’ bills for wine and 
spirits on which Lilley's wife had been kept alive long enough 
to see her husband expire under perrecution, 

What does all this come to, in a few words? Sergeant-Major 
Lilley was imprisoned without a shadow of legality for a crime 
for which it is known and admitted the e was not a “ shadow 
of foundation.” In prisou he was tortured. Under these 
tortures he died, Dead, his superior cflicers publicly heaped 
his grave with calampies, all of which are now formally with- 
drawn, These facts were brought before his Koyal Highness 
the Commander-in-Chief ; he has considered them ; he accepts 
them as facts; and Qolonel Crawley is reprimanded! That's 
all, 

The memoran:um of the Commander-in-Chief is itself a 
wonderful document, It states that the regiment “ remained in 
the highest state of discipline ¢i// Colonel > hute was succeedea 
by Lieutenant-Colonel Crawley,” It says that “ untortunately 
it has been proved” that Colonel Crawley is “an cflicer not 
gifted with the special talent which unices with the firmness of 
command the tact which inspires confidence and creates good- 
will;" which means nought if it does not mean that the 
Colonel is good for nothing as a commander, but is only a 
breeder of insubordination and disgust in that capacity, But— 


There are other points in Lieutenant-Colonel Crawley's conduct of which 
his — Highness cannet speak in too strong terms. 

His Reyal Highness alludes to the confinement, under arrest, of certain 
non-commissioned officers during the trial, under a charge of conspiracy, 
which was never attempted to pees them, and for which there 
seem* not to have been a shadow of foundation. 

His Royal Highness has al-o reason to believe that had the Commander-in- 
Chief in India been better acquainted with some of the facts of Sergeant- 
Maj or Lilley’s case he would have taken adifferent view of it from that which 
his remarks prove him to have done, and would not bave attributed the death 
of | at anfortunat non-commissioned officer to excers. 

Under these circumstances, nothing but the bigh opinion expressed of 
Lieutenant-Colonel Crawiey by the general officers in immediate command 
has induced hie Reyal Highness to continue him at the head of th. regiment, 
and he does #0 only upon trial, and under the hope that for the future he will 
be able to carry on discipline without outraging the feelings of the gentlemen 
under his command. 


And so, because certain friends of Colonel Crawley have a 
high “ opinion ” of him, he is to continue in command, though 
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he is “proved” to be incompetent, unjust, a lawbreaker, 
atyrant! but we must have the soldier protected, veverihe- | 
less, or there will soou be no army atall, This new way of | 
“preserving discipline,” by cou tenavcing oppression and 
incompetency amenyst superior officers, is likely to bring cun- 
s quences far more important than apy Girpleasure Colonel 
Crawley s friends might have manifested had he been cashiered, 
Let us consider that the story we have related 1s just now the 


chief entertainment of every barrack-room in Euglaud and in | 
India. A great deal of miscellaneous cursing of a mischievous | pe 


character is always going on in these places; but to-day a 
hundred thousand soldiers are united in cursing a Colonel and 
a reprimand—a very deplorable state of things, no doubt, but 
one which they cannot be blamed for much, Had justice been 
dove the case would bave been different, and we cannot thivk 
it too late or too inconvenient to do justice now,

He proceeded to a casino called Kil- 
bournou, and, calling for a cup of coffee, soon got into conversation with the 
Greeks and Armenians at bis own and the adjoining tables. 1t was noticed 
that he spoke very freelv, and not over reverently, of the Sultan and the 
Ministers, inviting frank expression of opinion as to both. His tellow- 
customers spoke out as freely as the bimbashi himself, and uttered some 
doubtful compliments of more than one holder of a portfolio, but generally 
expressed their conviction that Fuad and A‘ali Pachas were “ the right men 
in the right place,” while the Sultan himself was universally adwitted to be 
a “capital fellow.” In the midst of all this free criticism, a certain well- 
known saraff sauntered into the room, and, at a glance, recognised the 
stranger. The secret was soon common property, and the change of manuer 
towards the bimbashi was surprising lis Majesty saw that he was dis- 
covered, but, pretending ignorance, continued his questions ; in vain, how- 
ever, for the answers now given were lavish praise of everybody and 
everything from Buyusdere to the Seven Towers. He then boldly asked if 
the company knew him. Of course not; no one present had the ghost of a 
notion who the Kffendi was, though the general impression was that he 
deserved not to be a mere bimbashi, but Serdar Ekram or beraskier at least, 
He then pulled out of his pocket a bad lithographic portrait of himeelt, and 
asked if it was like him. S/ferellah! it was dirt, while he was an Adonis! 
That was enough. His Majesty then rose to leave, but forgot to pay for 
hia coffee ; the cavéjee, however, was 80 beside himself that he hardly knew 
whether to insist on payment or to serve the whole company gratis. It 
ended in the Sultan setting out, accompanied by the cavejee and every body 
else, to walk to the old bridge, where his suite and a couple of the palace

GENERAL NEWS 
We have advices from New York to he Litof June, at which da‘ 
ublic interest was concentrated upoa the operacions at Vicksburg. 
$0 far from the Confederates having evacvated that ciry, as prev ousts 
reported ny North: rn accounts, they were detending iv wich the utmos: 
brsvery and tenacity. It appears that General Grant, afier a series 
of sanguinary engagements, arrived nefore the Confederata strong- 
hold on the 18th ult, avd, in conjunction with Admiral Porter, who 
bed msneged to get bis gun boats up the Missis-ippi, immediately 
invested it. Between the 19ch and the 25th the siege was pu-hes 
wi h great vigour, th» acsaulis cf the land forces being seconded by 
the brixk canuonade from the Federal mortar-b ats. The Confederates 
had, however, repulsed with great Joss all the attacks of the 
enewy, wud expressed their confidence of holding the fortress against 
apy force that covld he brought against it. According to Feporis 
ap to the 27tn, the Federals had been repulsed in at hast toree 
ascaulta, Tue last asaanit was made by General Sherwan with 
20,. 00 men, and he lost 600 killed and a large number wounded, The

GENERAL GRANT'S OPERAVIONS AGAINST VICKSBURG. 

The city of Vicksburg, us everybody now knows, stunds on the 
le't or eastern bank of tue Missirs ppi, juss where the river makes a 
deep bend. A litle above it tne Yazoo runs in’o the great stream, 
aod asbort distance blow it the Big Black River dovs the same, 
At the mouth of the Yazoo stacds Hatne's Bintf, a pe sition fortified 
by the Confederates ; at the mou h of the Big Black River were their 
batteries of Grand Gulf“ Ubirty miles or so east of Vicksbarg hes 
the town of J ickson, the two places being connected by a rail say 
which esters Vicksbury at its rear All tuis c-un ry was in tbe 
hhauds of the Confederates, The Big Black River running ia 4 south: 
westerly directioa to Grand Gul’, cu's ibe Vieksburg aad Jackson 

Railway about ten or tvelve mils from the fore er city,s0 thot a 
force adenucing up the stream fiom i's mouth would tind iteeifin the 
rear of Vicksburg and on the line of its commuonicstio.s with a 
friendly rezion ‘To piace himse f in this advantageous postion was 
toe object of General Grant's exp-dition, 

For tna purpove it was arranged tra Admiral Porter, commanding 
the Fed: ral flotila on the Mississipoi, should force bis gun-! oats and 
transports at eny risk past the Vick-burg batteries, and this was 
done, The traisports were empty, so that the loss incurred was ia 
vesvels only, and when a certain nawber had run the gauntlet and 
eurvived, troops were marched across the tongue of land Jeft by the 
great river's bend, and embarked io them. These were then carried 
down to Grand Gulf, at the moith of the Big Black River, 
where General Grant .ultima'ely found himself in command 
of 40,000 or 5 000 men, The Confederate p sitions at Grand Galf 
and at Port Gib-on in the immediate vicinity were successfully 
carried, aud then the expedition advene'd up the sream. General 
Grant tir-t marched upun Ja:kson and cap nied the town before any 
sucer-eful rests ence conid by organised. Tuc Cuofiderate forces in 
those pa ts were divided between twocommands. Within the lines 
of Vickso.rg General Pembe:ton bad a di-porable army of sume 15 000 
men, while outeice. in the open coun'ry, was General Juzeph Johnstone 
with about 12.000 more, and reinforcements at no great distance 
Grant's acvan' age was that he could enconster each of thes armies 
in deta l with a much superior force, and this advantaye he turned ty 
except accoont, As be tell vppon Jackson his numbers were suf- 
ficient to keep Johnstone aloof, aud though Pemberton marcued ont 
to meet him as he turned upon V cksbary, and bravely con'ested his 
advanc: a. more than one point, the Northem army coatwued to 
win battle after battle till they bad advanced te witb a short 
distance of Vicksburg, G+ neral Pemberton retiring before them, bar 
contesting every icch of gr und The sucers-ive cor flicts fougut in

MURDFRIN TIPPERARY.—Mr. Andrew Jackson, J P., of Mount Pleasant 
about four miles from Nenagh, was on Friday week found murdeed on his 
own yro mda, Ituppears thas on the previons morning the unfortunate gen- 
tleman le't his hou-e in his slippers tor a walk in his shrubi ry, and was 
hot seen until he was discovered ina grove wirhin a tew yards of his own 
door, with his skull broken and his brains protruding, The deceased was of 
an ineffensive character, His pockets had been rifled. It is stated as a 
cause for the act that several notives to quit had been served on his tenants. 
Several persons have been arrested on suspicion of being the murderers, 
among them his steward, in who-e possession was found £104, although he 
Was in arrears of rent for land ocenpied by him under Mr. Jackson. The 
steward’s son has also been arrested. 

THE EGMont Case.—In this case the principal portion of the estates of 
the lare Lord Egmont had come into the hands of Sir Edward Tierney, for- 
merly his Lordship's attorney. The will by which this was effected has been 
disputed by Lord Egmont’s heirs since Sir B, Tierney’s death. The Lord 
Chancellor of Treland, in directing an issue in the suit, said that the Misses 
Percival, who claimed an interest in the estate, “lived in England ; they had 
no person in Ireland to manage and look after their affairs, and, beyond the 
geveral knowledge they had of the late Earl having disposed of this property 
to Sir E. Tierney, there was nothing in the natur: of acquiescence, They 
did not appear to have had knowledye of the value of the property ; and 
under the old law, and before the late Statute of Limitat the time 
would not have begun to ran ‘inst’ the present Earl if he hat 
been abroad in Incia or elow until he bad landed in Bagland 
The qnestion was, how far attempts were made to conceal the true facts of 
the case ; and now far those attempts were traceable to T ney himself. The 
eilect of those Misrepresentations, and statements, and atvertisements which 
had been reterred to, innst remain until they were dispelled. Mr, Tierney 
was the attorney of Lord Egmont, and, alchough the relation of attorney 
and client ceased after the death of Lord Egmont, he should have disclosed to 
thoze that came after him everything in re erence to the Earl's affairs, even 
although it might have been to his ewn prejudice He (the Chancellor) did 
not find that any information was given to anyone concerned by Sir E 
Tierney.” The issue as to the validity’of th» will was therefore ordered for 
trial in the county in which the lands are situate,

THE IONIAN ISLANDS, 

Several questions were asked of Lord Palmerston in reference to the cession 
of the Ionian Islands. In reply be said, in effect, that as those islands were 
erecied an independent Power, and placed under the protection of Great 
Britain by treaty, without consulting Parliament, their cession, if it took 
place, would be made by treaty, The parties who would be consulted would 
be those who were parties to the treaty originally, and he did not think there 
was any danger to the friendly relations of England with foreign Powers in 
the communications which would have to be made on the subject. If it was 
necessary to pat any of the correspondence before Parliament, it would be 
laid on the table.

In reply to Mr. Coningham, Lord PALMERSTON said his hon. friend was 
aware that the Federal Goverument had conciuded a treaty with her Majesty's 
Governtuent, giving a mutual right of search tor the purpose of suppressing 
the slave trade. With regard to the Confederate States, they had passed a 
law which rendered the slave trade highly pensl; but the Federal Govern- 
ment had no relation to the Confederate States except the relation of war, 
and as her Majesty’s Government had not as yet acknowledged the inde- 
pendence of the Confederates no comiuun cation could take place b-tween her 
Majesty's Guverument and those States. In the course of time, if things 
shunld alter, they boped that if the Confederate States succeeded in estab- 
lishing their independence, they would adopt measures similar to those 
adupted by the Federal Scates, 

SMALLPOX, 

Sir A. “AGNEW asked the Attorney-General whether officials of railway 
and steam-bvat companies may lawfully remove from carriages or vessels 
under their supervision persons who are obviously 1 bouring under small- 
pox ; and, whether individuals thus wiifully travelling from piace to place at 
the risk of spreaiing so dreadiul a scourge through a whole community, 
were subject to any penalty on conviction before a magistrate, 

The ATTORNEY-GENERAL said that officials would not be justified in 
removing passchgers under the circumstances. With regard to the second 
portion ot the question, he was of opiniuu that a person sv travelling was nob 
liable to a penalcy, 


EDUCATION, 

On the motion for going into Cou mittee of Supply on the Civil Service 
Estimates, Mr G. DUFF brought under notice the abuses existing in many 
endowed cuarities, with especial reference to their bearing upon Lhe amount 
of the vote for elementary education. 

Mr. W. FORSTER asked the President of the Council of Education upon 
what conditiuns he intended to allow the publication of the reports of ber 
Majesty's [Inspector of Schools for the information of the House. 

MR. LOW» said that the Council of Education published all the reports of 
the inspectors of schools with the exception of those passages which, in the 
opinion of the council, ought not to be printed. It was clear that no 
department of the Government could be efficiently conducted if subordinates 
were allowed to publish reports which had not been brought under the 
supervision of the heads of the department.

A BRITISH SUNDAY. 

THE Sunday question has recently come before the Legis- 
lature by gusts from two distinct and opposite quarters, We 
have bad a respectable agitation culminating in a bill to 
enforce a Sabbatarian observance in England. On the other 
hand, we have bad a movement, equally reputable, to diminish 
Sabbatical rigour in Scotland, Both have been defeated, and 


the public in each case appear, not without reason, to be satis- | 


fied with the resulr, 

It is curious to observe that in the first instance to which 
we have referred, namely, that of Mr, Somes's bill to prevent 
the sale of liquors on Sunday, the promoters were most. 
goxious to escape the charge of “Sabbatarian:sm.” They had 
no connection with the iguorant few who still confound the 
Hebrew Sabbath with the Lord’s Day of the Christian. 
They only maintained the inexpugnable position that one 
day’s rest in seven ia not only a policy but a necessity, 
and they sought to apply this to the publican, 
They were not teetotallers, but friends of the working 
map, And they proved themselves his friends by an- 
nouncing their belief that he was a worthless sot, compelled 
by innate depravity to spend every leisure hour in the gin-shop, 
whence he was only to be kept by a closing of sbop-aoors. 
They proved their respect of the Sunday as a day of rational 
recreation, as opposed to Puritanical observance, by practically 
shutting out a primary necessity of enjoyment. They would 
not close Hampton Court, Kew Gardens, or the excursion- 
trains, But the traveiler who availed himrelf of these might 
gasp and faint on the hottest summer day by the dustiest 
wayside, and no drop of beer might paes his parched lips, 
unless he carried his bottle of malt, drawn on Saturday, ferment- 
ing in his coat-pocket or bumping against his side all the journey. 
The experiment failed, It might have succeeded temporarily 
as other irrational measures have done, until, reduced to prac- 
tice, they have awakened the national spirit, But the attempt 
from the opposite side to gain leave to open on Surdays 
certain botanical gardens at Kainburgh deserves at least equal 
notice, The motion came from Scotland iteelf, It was not 
an English attack upon the sanctity of the Scotch Sabbath, It 
was a protest on the part of Scotland against the rigour with 
which the observance of the first day of the week is kept holy, 
according to Presbyterian notions of holiness, 
cannot, believe that any one in Edinburgh cared twopence 
for the opening of a botanical garden, as such, on Sunday 
more than any other day, The supporters of the motion 
wished for a public national vindication of the right of 
open-air enjoyment on the first day of the weck. But, 
with characteristic caution, they desired that such vindi- 
cation might appear to come rather as an Imperial than a 
national—rather as a British than asa Scotch—innovation. 
This ie a curious exemplification of a national characteristic. 
As arule, the Scotchman is not a Sabbatarian, He conforms 
at home, even against his will, because he dare not do other- 
wise. He isa part of a great mutual tyranny, of which his 
priests and elders arethe bead. Away from Scotland, the 
fcotch are no wore rigorous in their observance of the Sunday 
than Englisbmen gererally, In Scotland any expreseion of 
liberality upon this head would lead to social ostracism, In 
some cares the habit thus engendered becomes a second nature ; 
in others it leads to hypocrisy and to voluntary exile. Intelli- 
gent Scotcbmen maintain in society, as has been done in print, 
that it 1s the tyranny of the presbyteries which drives the Scot 
from his own country to the uttermost ends of the earth. The 
Forbes Mackenzie Act has not repressed drunkenness on 
Sundays in Scotland, but it has called into being artful evasions 
of the law, 

There has been a great point gained in both the Par- 
liamentary discursions to which we have referred. The point 
of the identity of the Hebrew Sabbath with the Christian day 
of rest has been abandoned upon both sides, Lord Palmereton, 
while avowing his inclination in favour of the opening of the 
Botanic Gardens, nevertheless voted against it in deference to 
the opinions of those whose opinions or prejudices would 
thereby be needlessly oppo-ed. The strongest reason alleged 
against the Scotch bill was, that the people of Edinburgh have 
ample means of enjoying the country and the fresh air on the 
Suoday. The Engtieh bill was defeated upon the ground mainly 
that the inhabitants of southern towne would be precluded from 
similar enjoyment by the passing of the measure, We accept 
both resulta, therefore, as brought about in full acknowledg- 
ment of the right and privilege of the working man to take 
upon the firat day of the week that needful and healthy re- 
laxation from toil which is only to be gained by a change 
of scene in a purer atmosphere and in the healthful con- 
templation of the beauties of nature,

THE NUMBER OF NRWSPAPEKS DELIVERED BY THE POST OFFICE 
last year was nearly 73,000,000, which is about half a million more than in 
the previous year; and the number of book-packets was rather more than 
14,000,000, being an increase upon the previous year of abont 1,700,000, or 
nearly 14 per cent. 

A BLUE TIT (Parus coemleus) has built a nest, and therein deposited ten

Advices 
from the Cevennes tend more and more to prove that the yield of cocoons 
will be larger this year than last, and that the result will be similar in the 
Ardidche. In the kingdom of Naples the yield is good, as also in Tuscany.

THE ROYAL VISIT TO THE CITY, 
THE PREPARATIONS, 

On Monday evening the lony-expecied, long-prepared-for enters 
tainment to the Priuce and Prince-s of Wales wax given at Guildhall, 
in the presence of one of the most illustrious assemblages which the 
wuvicipality has ever drswn together. 1s was not 80 much a ball as 
a grand assembly, a féve which wes occasionally varied with dancizg; 
but it was, under whatever name, a splendid entertainment, and one 
worthy both the illustrious guests and the City which gave it. Ail 
old precedents were quite disregarded. The Metropolitan Police not 
only aided the City functionaries, but actually, and not figuratively, 
lined the route. Barriers were erected and ssaletalaed at every 
opening, while the Life Guards mustered to keep the streets at six 
o'clock for a ball which was to commence at ten. These 
tions were not only arranged, but observed ; and the n lanes of 
Hornsey or Dulwich were not more clear from obstructions than the 
atreeta of the City for the arrival of visitors, even before the hall 
was quite in order to receive them. 

On no previous occasion have pr per eteps been taken to make the 
palace of the City guilds worthy of such an occurrence as a Royal 
visit. The curious carved panelling of the walls has usually been bid- 
den by mirror and draperies, and the cheap tingellings and worn stock 

ties of a Lord Mayor's Show have been stuck anywhere about 
ts walls in hideous disarray. Such a style of decoration might bave 
bren followed on this occasion, and eo added another to the long list 
of costly falures in matters of taste which have distinguished these 
municipal festivities, had not an entirely new entertainment com- 
mittee been chosen, with Mr Truscott for its bead and chairman, 
and with Mr. Kearns as vice-chairman. Their first step was to asoer- 
tain how many people they could comfortably accommodate before 
they issued their invitations, a proceding which was in itself a 
perfect deflance of previous rules and customs; their next, to dis- 
regard the former rules of City architects and officials, and give the 
whole place up to one really competent decorator, Mr. Crace, that he 
might make it worthy of the great occasion and the honoured guesta 
to meet there, 


THE RECEPTION-HALL, 


To secure ample accommoda ion for receiving the visitors, for 
dancing, and for supper, a temporary reception-hall, e eD 
to cover all Guildball-yard, and two stories in height, was built from 
the designsof Mr. Allen, The basement story of thie struc ure, which 
is about 120 ft long by 45 ft. wide, is divided by clusters of handsome 
and massive Gothic columns into a number of 5 es or Ccompartmente, 
Two passages along this hall, one on each side, were eet apart for 
the general visitors ; the centre avenue, inclosed by ropes of purple 
eilk, was reserved for the Royal visitors a'one. Ali the decorations 
of this room were of a light cream or stone colour relieved with gold, 
The ceiling was a pale blue, dotted over with g:lden stars; while the 
groining of the arches which sprang “from the groups of colomng 
was just sufficiently relieved in culour to mark their graceful 
sweep and give an appearance of lightness to what was a frame- 
work of the strongest and wost solid kind, Handsome stars of gas 
suspended from this ceiling gave » brilliant light, showing off to pere 
fection the decorations of the hall, which were relieved and heightened 
to the utmost by the dark, rich groundwork of the crimson and black 
carpet. The side paths were draped with crimeon and white, and the 
side bays forming the walls were alternately filled in with mirrors 
draped with crimson velvet and the superb tapestry pictues lent for 
the occasion by Mr Attenhorongh, Anything more exquisite than 
the design, colenr, and execution of these ncedlework cartoovs it is 
difficult to imagine. The effect of these noble pictures relieved the 
glitter of the mirrors, which on every side seemed to reproduce the 
scene in an endless perspective of bniliancy and colour, which was 
almost indescribable from ita ever-changing features yet constant 
beauty 

ARRIVAL OF THE GUESTS, 

Six was the time fixed for the opening of the hall, in accordance 
with the rule of etiquette which demands that when Royalty honours 
the festivity the guests should be assembled to greet ite arrival Even 
befure tix, however, the vehicles of the earliest visitors formed a tuin 
line, which was kept slowly moving towards Guildhall. All the 
guests of the evening came armed with a monstrous slip of pasteboard 
about the size of an ordinary proclamation, which was their ticket of 
admission, Showing one of these cartoons at the carriage window 
was suflicient to remove any obstacle; but without the aid of one of 
these highly decorative placards one might as well have attempied 
to drive through the City on Monday evening as on the night of the 
illuminations—and more than this it woald be difficult to ray, 

Faster and faster the visitors came with every minute, till the thin 
line widened to a broad stream as they kept pouring in—“ lorde, 
ladies, captains, councillors, and priests,” visitors of all ranks and in 
all dresses—corporate, civil, academic, official, naval, military, or 
Court suits. 

Mr. Truscott, chairman of the reception commi' tee, in Court 
waa earliest at his post at the entrance, and along wih him was Mr,

RECEPTION OF THE PRINCE AND PRINCESS, 
A quarter pat nine was the time tixed for the arrival of the Royal 
8, and almost to ‘he second of the time the tramyets in one long 
yal clamour announced that they had arrived. It took some time 
for them all to assemble in the reception-hall, for the party was a 
large and brilliant one. Foremo-t came ther Royal Highnesses 
the Prince and Princesa, the former wearing hia uniform of 
Field Marshal, with the ribbon ard star of the Garter. 
The latter wore « rich but simpie white dress, with the coronet and 
brooch of diamonds given her by her Royal husband, and the 
superb City necklace of bil iante, Her hair was turved back from 
her forehead, in the style with which her portraits have made us all 
eo familiar, setting off her fair young features and fine expressive, 
intellectual forehead co the utmust ad: antage, She looked if possible 
even younger than on her marriage day—quite girlish, in fuct, in 
her simple white at ire.

THE COURT OF COMMON COUNCIL, 

The City officials then mustered round a plain officetable placed at 
the foot of the throne, Asthe head of this the Lord Mayor tovk the 
chair, and the official elem nts of the a-se ublage at once resolved 
thema-lves into a Court of Common Courcil. The Lora Mayor, as 
President of tne Court of Common Council, wearing his magnificent 
Official rob and vold chain; the Aldermen their bright scarlet robes 
and the Oonnctilora their mazarine gowns. The ponderous sword and 
mace of the Corporatiuon—emblems of its power and antiqnity— 
lay piled in front of the Chief Magistrate. Tne Towa Oierk, the 
Chamberlain, and the Clerk of the Chamber (the ministerial otticers 
on whom the duty of conducting the ceremony devolved), 
wore each his official robe—that of the Cnoamberiain io 
particular being conspicoons for its elegance. Here the Oourt,

“La Gazza Ladra”’ and “ Faust” have been the chief attractions 
at the rival opera housves duriog the pat week. It is scarcely 
possible to imagine two works that differ more widely in every 
respect than these; but both have been moat welcome to ali 
who culavate a catholic taste in music. “La Gazza” has 
been given with almost the same caste as when it was 
last produced, three years ago, There has been, however, 
ove iwportant alteration in the substicutioa of Malle. Patti for 
Mome, Penco, the last representative of the hapless heroine whose 
gulitiess misfortunes form the subject of the story, Tae Maid of 
Palabeau, we may rewark en passant is an historical personage, 
who was actually executed fur tue theft of the spoon, and for 
whom a weekly muss is even now suid, in tardy acknowledg- 
ment of her innocence, Malle. Patti, besides singing with 
more finisb, expression, and retinewent than any of bose who 
have recently undertaken the invests the character of 
Ninetta with the remarkable interest which attaches to every one 
of her ré.es, As an instance of uaobtrusively pathetic acting, we 
may call attention to the demeauour of Malle. Patti in the scene in 
which Ninet\a is dragged to execution ; while the lovely prayer 
which she brea:hes when resting from her exhaustion, in that same 
acene, might serve a3 an instructive mod-l to nine-tenths of the 
singers on the first op ratic stage in Europe. The second ex- 
ception to the formec cast consists of Signor Neri-Beraidi, who 
ia almost as inferior to Sgnor Gardoni, tne former representative 
of Giannetto, as Mdlle. Paci is superior to Mdme. Peuco Mdme, 
Didiée’s Pippo is remarkable as ever for vivacity aud talent, and 
Signor Ronc ni's Podesta for its histrionic genias no less than for its 
vocal di-cordance,

80 unambitious a title, shows a — scientific knowledge of the subject, 
both in its principles and in cbeir applications; the exposition is clear and 
precie, and many of the illustrations of the more difficult points are 
original, and go into the heart of the subject. The objection which might 
possibly have arisen from Mr. Fawecett’s inability to read his lectures is

ecunomy ; but ke is more thaa tha : he has a wonderful store of 
knowledge ; is indeed a man of varied acquirements; and, what is 
as muco to the purpose, be can impart what he knows in a singularly 
clear and forcible style both by his voce and pen.

Corrvu is the largest of the [onian islands, snd the most remote 


from Greece bus it is the one which is regarded a8 having the 
greate-t po itical imp rts ce. So little is known of the i-lands out of 
their immediate neighbourhood and their imp riarce either to

Co fu is a long, narrow strip of land, terminating towards the 
nonh by a wide range of mountans. Ls bas been compared to many 
thi: g-, but perhaps the capical lever T is sufficient to give a general 
idea of its form It is bout eighty wiles long, and runs nesrly 

rallel to the shore of Albania, which rises with extreme steepness 
ae achain of lofty, snuw-coverd mountains, The distance of the 
nor’ of Corfu from the main jand is only about two miles, and of the 
southern point five miles; bac both the istand and the main land 
records in the middle, increasing the di tance in #:me places to more 
thar twenty mies, The ioterwed ate part of the sea is thus some: 
thiny hke w lake op-n at both ends, It is called the Channel of 
Corfu 

The city of Corfu ia on the side looking towards Albania, about

Icie,rodoub, oueof the beer harbours of the Mediterranean, 
and ia conveniently pad for England be:ween Malra and 
Alexandria, close to the en rance of the Adriatic, I: is evicent that 
we onght not to let it tall into the possession of either the French or 
Russians 

The wili'ary works round the town of Corfu have formerly heen 
extensive, snd. alrhoogh now they are reduced, it would sull require 
a large force to occupy tre whoe It seems to be the cwe, and it is 
the opinion of ail ary wen on the spot. that the works are not at 
all calevlared ‘0 resist: the modern and improved style of warfare, 
The olf r ‘orvfications of the town, and even of the citadel, were 
some t'me avo found toh» of no value, asthey crambled and cracked 
when hesvy gu.s were fied from them.

The streets in Corfu are narrow, Many of them have Italian 
arcades covering the footway, leaving barely room for a carriage 
Most of these arcades bave been removed under Evylish rule, and the 
carriage way 18 widened accordingly; but it is at the expnee of 
wach that is picturesque, and in summer the shade wust be greatly 
misse’. Many of the streets are so rarrow that no carrisze could 
venture through them. They ail seem full of people; and the style 
of building is so irregular thas it is very piessant aud a.u-ing to 
wancer through them. The number of churches is great; most of 
them belong to the Greet worshippers ; but there is a Roman C. holic 
Bi-hop as wellea a Grek Archbishop Tae Greek Cnnreh he e is 
subordina‘e 'o that of Consrantin ple, the Patriarch of the latter 
city nominating che B shops, bot having no other janisdiction. 

Ta upper and be ter part of the town is far las aunusing than the 
lower e'reets. Here »re bones and ehoys of a superior k nd, and 
carriages can pars each other without difficul y. Here, also, is the 
velace of the Lord Hizb Commi-rioner ard the residence of the 

resicent of the Pariiament, and the citadel, with the residence of the 
Commander of the frces, the Englisn Church, and the principal 
officer’ quarters, The citadel inelf is worth visiting, as from the 
telegreph station at the top ope has a fine view of the town and 
surr woding couotry, 

The projecting land on which Corfu is built ia nearly turned into 
an i-lsnd by an inlet of the rea, extremely shallow, that is now called 
Lake Ox icciopulo. It is one of several tracte of marsh Jand in the 
isiand and is, beyond ali doubt, the cause of a great deal of fever and 
illness, the resu't of which is that the population, though very thin, 
is not increasing with the r»pidicy that it ough’. 

There can be vo doubt that the climate of Corfu must be deecribed 
in a general way as unhealthy. The beat in suwmer is very preat, 
and the danwer of fever toen andin sutumn without extreme pre- 
cu ions, is universeily atmitted, Daring winter it ia either clear 
acd bight, with a hoc sun aud a keen, piercing wind that makes it 
aluost unpo idle to breache without catetioy cold, or elve there are 
torrents of r+in aud @ hot atmosphere loaded with woisrare. Spring 
is ala» su'ject to extrmely cold wiucs, for the lofty Albanian 
mountains, many of them meng to an allicode of from seven ty nine 
thousand fees are compl tely covered with snow ; and even the much 
hearer Coast range, almost within cannon-shot of the island is often 
capped with snow in Murch, All the hil's reert likely to remain 
covered fo some time. The past winter has been unusually dry, 
there hasing been no rain duing January and February, and 
the c ld was more revre then in England, though of a ditferent 
kind, awl rather trying to thowe whose skia requires some moisture. 
Tae baods cn«p acd the ekiu cracks, and (roublesome iiritetion in the 
throat is common 

‘The cause of the badness of the climate ia Corfu is the existence of 
large tracts of undrained marsh land, It is difficalt to ascend any of

the northern mountain chain, is a lurve valley called the Val di 
Ropi—excellent shooting-ground for water-fowl in winter, but too 
dangerous to approach at ocher times, A number of villazes over- 
Ic is at least tive miles ia lengsh aed two in 
bread h, and there is never water enough to slow a boat to floa', 
though always enough to evaporate and poison the air, A rimilar 
swamp oceurs at the other end of the island, though with more 
water; anda larye, flat expanse of warsb, used for the manufacture of 
salt, stretches out to tue roth eas, Tao every direction there are 
the seds of poivon and wiasma. No worder that the population 
fails to increase, wid that tue people show sigas of indoleace and 
dislike to hard work. 

Although during the British Protectorate nothing has been done tv 
improve the healt of the island vy removing these sources of 
mi chief, there are m ny ovber mtert«l improvements f r which the 
iuhs iconta are indeoted tous. Among these the ro-ds are the most 
important They are, or have been, excellent; and indeed in * me 
C1ses seem much better than the circum-tances req tired. A first

There are mouotains as well as swamps in Corfa ‘The highest 
is in the northera district, and rises to upwerds of 3000 ft, or nearly 
as high aa Snowden A maxnificert view of the i-land and the 
Albanian coast, and even acrovs the Adriatic, rewards thes: who will 
patiently toil to the suc iit, A monnstery is npon it, a On most of 
the mountains in this part of the world, aud a pilgrimage is made to 
it iu August; but at ocher times there is no one resident, Oa the 
sides of the mountain ave mardle quarries that contribured some 
promi-ing specimens to the exhibition of 1862. Che i-ands were 
indebted to Sir Henry Drummond Wolff, tne Secretsry to the 
Government, for a very excclient and useful represen aon on that 
occasion. 

Another mountain, in the middle of the island, is no v called Santi 
Deca; but Deca is not the name of a saint, being merely a cor- 
ruption of the Greek word for ten (Seka), the mona-tery at che top 
having at one time b en iortunate enough to contain ten saints 
The monastery and its dependencies (now occupied by pewant-) 
eccupy # small taJe-land at the top of the mountain, and iaclade 
severe] fields, on whica vines aud fig-trees seem to flovri-h, and on 
which also corn ia culiivates, at the beizht of at leas! 2000fr, above 
the sea, From each of the three low sumaits that rice out of thi- 
plain views across the isl.nd are ob‘ained, each different from the 
other, bus al beanuifal aod interesting, and very extensive, The 
mountains of the next large island to tbe eouth (San’a Maura) are 
clearly di-tinguishable, thongh the di ta: ce is upwards of sixty milcs 
in « divect line, and a large par: of Corfi is at one’s fevt 

One of the most striking obects in the int. rior of Corfa, and of 
the yrea'est importance to its material interests, ix the vas. extent of 
.round cove res by the olive-tree Ta+ land thus occuprd b gns a 
few u iles frow the town in every direction, and conomurs, wi bh only 
eecasional breaks, to the extremity of the island = The grousd o 
wich the vine is cultivated, ant the corn-lands, xre so small iv 
proportion to the area covered by the oive, that, except in te 
villay s and moun'aing, one never veems to Jo-e sight of tle latter 
Aud it ia not p seible te imagine trees more picturesque, Generally 
of great ave, most of them are of layye size, and rise to a heizh 
u terly astonishing to those who are oly accustomed to the same 
tree in other parts of Europe, The tronks often three or four feet in 
ciameter, and someti ves much more sre so singularly t visu d io their 
vrowh that each looks like a dozen stems iuterlaced, They are com- 
pletely boneyc mbed in appeara c+, avd occasionally there sre real 
holes passing qui e througo the tree, Oftn the trunk is gone and 
no‘ hing lett but part of the bark; bat ‘hese old and +trange-look ny 
trees are said to yield the best vil, None of tue trees » em to be 
touched after they are once grafted, pegs that occasionally the 
country people will hack away part of the rows for fuel The 
fini isleften the tree wll i. falls of ita own accord, and is then 
pi kd up by band, and the oil extracted in the rud-st mauner, Oil is 
however, the grest export of C rfa; and, besides the quantity 
exported, the consump'ion in the isand is enormous, The aver gr 
yield has been estimated a 200,000 varrels, of whizn abous a fourth 
part leaves the isla.d. 

The people of the villages of Corfu are chiefly Greeks, The lower 
clas-es are 4 very interesting race, the children and very young girls 
being almost always pretty, and not unfrequently po-ressed of fes 
tures that would be wor h anything to an artist, whether painter or 
sculptor The older men are almos: wi hout excep'io . goodlooking, and 
often perfect models of comeline-s, The women after twenty, rarel 
retain anything of their early promise, Although, however, so «eil- 
f atured, it is seldom that ove sees a good fizure The libs are often 
di-proportionately short, the leg rarely well sh»p-d, and the whole 
Hinre decliaes from the neck towards the feet he men are always 
picturveqnely dressed, and generally very graceful in all their move- 
ments, Their manners are ple sing «nd simple, and, exc p: in places 
where Erglish purties are constantly arriving to hold picnics (as 
happens in two or three well-known localiti-s), they are not Mouble 
sowe, though always inquisilive. Not only do they behave respest- 
fully, but, where the vi-iior is known, they will uot let fun depart 
without some little pre-ent of flo ers, birde, or some local production. 
They refuse any return for «mail civilities, aod serm really pleased to 
fancy themeelves ureful, Of course there are exe p'ione, but among 
the more distant villages this character still prevala, The women, 
except on festal days, are very shabbily aud uaopiciuresquely dressed, 
and are not much seen, 

The babitations of the islanders are, for the most part, very poor 
compared with their means, Few, if any, families are without some 
land. either of their own «r rented und-r a proprietor; und though, 
during part of ibe year, the peasants work for wa es, they are to 
rome «xtent independent of tas resource, The houses ure rarely 
above oue story, The lower part serves as a collar and yeneral store, 
and the upper part for sleeping The peope yvene aly live out of 
doors during the day —the men and boys in ti fields, aud the «owen 
and children about some ea y work near bom. At ce rian seasons 
the woven work in the fields Ths work is very light, as the soil is 
geveraily loose and easily tarred, and ‘he deposi vo which the tool 
reacves very smatl, In the epring the groind ac the roots of the vines 
is turved over, and the eoil ie also prepared for the Indian corn and 
other crops Duriog much of the year there w nothing to be done, 
as the quantity of land uadcr spade cultivation is exceedingly emall, 

The currant-grape docs uut 1 pen well or yield a lar.e cropin Corfu, 
and the wine made there ia very poor; but, nots ithstanding this, 
there is a good deal of Jand eccu,ied by vines, which are kept low, as 
in France. The orange aud } reea thorouvbly, bat do not 
fl urish sufficieatly to a ‘mut of the fruit being exported, thouvh iv is 
abundant in the markets. 

Besites the ordinary crops there seems little donb* that cotton 
mi ht here be culctvated to perlection ; and, iuderd, it has actually 
heen grown in the island. Specimens ent to the yreat exhibition of 
last year were regarded very favourably, It is considered that

INAUGURATION OF THE MEMORIAL OF THE 
EXHIBITION OF 185}. 


On Wednesday the pubhe ceremony of uocovering the conmemo- 
rative memorial, erected not less aa perpetual record of the Great 
Exhibition than es at ibute to the Prince Cossort, to whove un iriag 
exertions its vast success was due, was celebrated at South Kensiagtou 
with every circums'ance of stately pomp and Royal ceremony, 

The p blic were edmicted to the late Exhibitiou building at one 
o’clock, and the instant the diore were opened began to pour in. 
The great centre of attraction was the western dome, whore sears 
for the Priuce and Princess of Wales and a targe nuwber of vi ito-+ 
were arranged, and which were fil:d even at two oclock, wich 
a brillians assembly, which soon veiflo wed i's limited bow da ives on 
the floor aod began to fringe the wulleries with borders of briliians 
colours, There were municival dignitsries in all the pomp of furred 
gowns of blue or écarie', gold chuins, Howered waistcoats, and cocked 
hats; wcademical authori! ies ‘n hoo ted gowns wud equarecays; Deoury 
Lieutena: tin scarlet coa's of the old-f.stoned 3 eallow-tauled ent and 
silver epauleta. voluat er officers ip tunics of wll shates from green co 
scarlet; and wthers whu, haviug no special offi ia! co-tume, esme in 
ordinary Court dress. The Dake of Argyll waa, of the Mins ens 
the earlies. on the scene; Lord Granvice Lord De Grey, the Duke of 
Newcastle, Sir Georve Grey, Me Gladstone Mr, Oardwell, and others 
juickly folioved, Lord Palwersiou did nos ar ive unt! mish beer, 
aud waa tm-tantly recognised and loudiy cheered, Hor Maje t '4 
Opposition was represented by Mr, Disraeti, Sir J, Pakiagton, Sv 5. 
Northcote, &e, 

Ssortly before four the Dechess of Cambridge the Dike of 
Cambridge, and Princess Mary. made their appearance All the 
visitors had by this time assembled, and while waiting for the 
Royal party it was amusing to observe in how aif-c'ionate a wanner 
the rivals of public life frarernise? with each other within the new rol 
ground of the inclosure—how Mr Gladsgone aud Mr Ds aeli tad a 
friendly gossip; how Sir G-orge Grey bad his Joke with tne Arch. 
bishop of Canverbury ; aud how, more wonderful suall, the jesus 
chavpiona of the thistle ard the shaurock, the Lord P ovest of 
Edinburgh and the Lord Mayor of Dublin. who have of lave been 
fighting desperately for precedence, commuard like fo-d bre tren, 
It was observed, however, that the warshals of the proc s-ioa wa ily 
avoided the international dispute by placing the two wunieipal repre- 
sentatives abreast. 

Soon after three o'cluck tha weather, which had given rise to the 
hve jest apprehensions throughout the day, put on aut alarming 
aspect. Without any warning, the clouds broke with a sudden burst, 
before which a perfec: forest of umbrellas were unturled, but only 
for an instant, and then there was an indi-criminate rush frm the 
aeate to the arcades, [s was impossible for any one to avoid smilioy 
aa he joined in the general fl gh’, sud witnessed the urter dispersiva 
f this wellearransed ard most comfortably-s-ated a-sewhlage. 
Nor was this all, When the arcades were reached the rain stoped 
as instantaneously us it bad b gun, though the dark clonds 
were jwpending thicker thau ever, and with the fiet momen ary 
inll there was the same ra-b bask co get the wuch-chernsne! and long- 
occupied places, which were scarcely filled again when the rain came 
down as suddenly a3 before, and avain was there the «ame pen ral 
rout and utter panic, Again was there another lull; agaia did the 
deluded public venture forih, and scarcely were they seated when 
ayain, for the third time, did the rain come on as violent!y as tx fure 
and compel a thirt rerreat amid shouts of laughter, At dast, howe 
ever, it cleared up fine before the hour fixed fur the commencement 
of the ceremony, 

Precisely xt four o'clock the Rosal carriages drove up to the 
we-tern entrance, The rattle of araa wes heard as the vnard of 
hovoar of the Grenadiers saluted, the hand struck up the Nanonal 
Authem, and a loud cheer greeted the en tance of the anwust party, 
The Prince of Wales was ia the uniform of a Genera! officer. Tne 
Prioceas, radiant and smiling xs us al wasdr ssed in a pale mauve 
stk, with arch Ieee mantle Princesses Helena ard Lou'sa were 
similarly atured, Pri ce Alfred pre-erted a manly fig re ia the 
untfom of the Navy; and the two youny'r Pances, Arthor ard 
Leopold, wore kilts ot Royal S uart tarian, Toe executive branch of 
sre memorial commitiee und a deputation of the weinbers of the 
Royal Society having been pre-enced by the Dake of Buccleuch to 
th» Prince of Wa'es, the pr ces-ion waa immediately formed. 

With trumpets sounding the procession parsed bolf «ay down the 
rave, and ‘hen, turniog to the left and ascendi: g th» gallery stairs, 
filed inte a large temporary balcony, ga'ly decorated with ganands of 
flowers and scarlet hangings, which overio ked the Horneu! nal 
Gardena, The Royal parry took their seats in the central part of she 
balcony, which projected beyond the rest of the structure. The 

ppearance of the Prince and Princes- of Wales was the signal for 
renewed cheeriog from toe masse of epec’ators gathered ia the open air, 

The Dake of Buccleuch, at the head of the Council of th~ Horti- 
cultural Society, approwched the Prince of Wales ard pre-ented 
an address, which fite reports at railway mretiogs, was © taken as 
read.” The Privce of Wales brivfly thank+d the council for their 
address and stated that areply would be forwarded ‘o theu, 

Mr. Godwin, on the purt of the executive comui'tee of the 
memorial commitvee, then read an address, to which his Koyal 
Highness made the following reply :— 

I have listened with an interest which I am sure will be shared by all 
present to the details yqu have given in connection with the memorial to my 
lamented and revered father, and which we are agsembied this day to 
inaugurate.
